Elections Oct. 14 

Civic elections in Vulcan will be 
held next Wedneday, Oct. 14, with 
voting taking place at the town 
office from 10:00 a m. to 7:30 p.m. 

Those entitled to vote are: (at 
property owners and those subject 
to business tax, (b) those who 
have been residents of the town 
for a period of twelve months prior 
to the election (this category in¬ 
cludes renters and other non-pro¬ 
perty owners). All voters must be 
21 years of age or over and non¬ 
property owners must be either 
Canadian citizens or British sub¬ 
ject*. 

There are three candidates for 
the two vacant seats on town 
council: J. V. Christensen, S. H. H. 
Joiner and G. H. Richardson. Two 
candidates, Angelo J. Murphy and 
Ray C. Wellman, are running for 
the office of town representative 
on the school committee. Voting 
on By-law 463 will take place at 
the same time. This bylaw’ is to 
approve the issue of debentures in 
the amount of $16,780 for the pur¬ 
chase of 16.78 acres of land from 
C. R. Robson to be used as build¬ 
ing sites.

A “master paving plan’’ that in 
years to come would see the pav¬ 
ing of five main east-west roads 
across the County of Vulcan was 
adopted by County Council at its 
regular September meeting last 
week. 

The plan was approved following 
considerable discussion between 
members of the Municipal Com¬ 
mittee; N. H. Bradley, former dis¬ 
trict highways engineer whose 
services as a consulting engineer 
are now utilized by the County 
of Vulcan; and H. C. Duguid, dis¬ 
trict highways engineer and his 
assistant, from Calgary. 

In its present form the paving 
plan visualizes concentration in the 
next few years on the paving of 
the main district arteries running 
east from Highway 23, as residents 
of the eastern part of the county 
are now farthest from a paved 
highway. Although circumstances 
may dictate a change in the pre¬ 
sent plan, with work on the main 
roads west from Highway 23 being 
undertaken earlier than is pre¬ 
sently planned, work in the next 
three years at. least will be con¬ 
centrated on paving part of two 
district highways leading east: the 
Lomond road from its intersection 
with Highway 23 near Vulcan, and 
the Milo road from the junction 
of Highways 23 and 24. 

In 1965, the Lomond road (which 
is to be completely rebuilt) will 
receive a six-inch base course for 
the first six miles from Highway 
23 and the Milo road (which will 
be repaired and brought up to a 
high standard) will get the six- 
inch base course on the first five 
miles east from the Highway junc¬ 
tion. In 1966, an additional five 
miles on each of these two roads 
will get the asphalt-bound base 
course and then, in 1967, the 10 
les of Milo road and 11 miles of 
Toad wirr^relvv* the as¬ 
phalt surfacing and seal coat. 

Following the recommendations 
of the engineers, part of the old 
asphalt runways at the Vulcan Air¬ 
port will be broken up and will 
provide excellent material for the 
base course in the paving program. 
Laying of the base course will be 
done by the county’s own crews 
and equipment, but laying of the 
asphalt surfacing of the 21 miles 
will be done by a company experi¬ 
enced in this work, on a contract 
basis. 

The paving plan has been sub¬ 
mitted to the Department of High¬ 
ways in Edmonton and application 
has been made to the department 
for the special, paving grant, which 
will pay about 75 per cent of the 
costs on about half the entire pav¬ 
ing program. Normal road con¬ 
struction and maintenance grants 
can also be Used, in part, for pav¬ 
ing costs, and the entire $425,000 
cost of the initial three-year pro¬ 
gram will be met out of current 
tax revenues and government 
grants. 

No firm program has been plan¬ 
ned beyond the immediate three- 
year period.

The ultimate objectives of the 
paving program, as presently in¬ 
cluded in the master plan, are as 
follows:

3 miles West from S.W. corner 
of Section 28-20-25-4 and 6 miles 
East from S.E. corner Section 
29-20-24, and thence to Arrow- 
wood. 

District Highway 288-A 

17 miles East from junction be¬ 
tween 23 and 24 to Milo. 

District Highway 2S2-W 
16 miles East from Highway 23 
at Vulcan to Lomond Road. 
District Highway 232-H 

3 miles South from S.E. corner 
of Section 1-17-22-4 (Lomond 
Road). 

District Highway 282-$’ 

11 miles East from S.E. 24-16-22 


to Lomond. 

District Highway 232-W 
14 miles West from Vulcan to 
the West Boundary of the 
County. (Connemara Road' 
District Highway 2S2-L'

The committee hopes that Dis¬ 
trict Highway 232-U, 14 miles East 
from Highway 23 to the Little 
Bow Park, will be done by the De¬ 
partment of Highways some time 
in the future.

Earl's 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Robson lived al one time on a 
farm four miles east and two 
miles north of Vulcan, the pre¬ 
sent J. Crick farm. Mr. Robson 
owned land there and also ran a 
blacksmith shop where Mel’s 
Purity 99 Station now stands and 
in 1935 a move was made to the 
United States. A brother Lawrence 
and a sister Joyce, made up the 
family. 

On a relative-visiting tour from 
their holiday bas- in the States the 
Robsons' station wagon brought 
them into these parts last week 
for an all too brief hedge-hopping 
visit to kinfolk and friends.

Start Hardtop Program In 1965 


Walter Steiner must now be in 
his ’70’s and is one of the pioneer 
generation who remembers miles 
and miles of southern Alberta 
prairie lacking fences, farm and 
full of the privations and happi¬ 
ness that went with the early days. 

His inclusion here in what may 
be the latest word on the doings 
of that briefly famous wagon man. 
Slim Moorehouse, is notable in 
that it was Walter's wheat which 
was shipped into Vulcan in 1923 
during one of the big grain hauls 
in the years when the memorable 
multi-horse teams and wagon hauls 


were the vogue. 

Apparently Slim Moorehouse is 
pretty well retired now’ out at 
Glenden, B.C. and his string 
of horses is well down. Mr. Steiner 
is one of those who, with his older 
brother Charlie, never officially re¬ 
tires but, comes along from his 
home in Calgary just in time to 
be put to work by his son Bill, 
now running the farm. 

In 1902 Walter Steiner’s father 
bought land north of Vulcan and 
in June of 1904 at the age of 14 
Walter helped trail 80 head of 
horses from the home in Nevada 


up into Canada. Another outfit 
with whom they (ravelled left 
them at Cardston and after leav¬ 
ing the Little Bow on the Black- 
foot trail Mr. Steiner recalls, “We 
never saw another house ’till the 
George Todd place.” This trip was 
not completed until August 28, and 
ended along the correction line 
where nephew Carl Steiner now 
farms. The section number was 
known but in those times there 
was very little identification of 
where ownership of land began 
or ended. 

Mr. Steiner remembers the Bate¬ 


mans were here then and that 
winter Carl’s father, Charlie and 
mother arrived. 

In 1917 Walter moved to the 
reserve lease northeast several 
miles where his son Bill now farms 
and the balance of his adult years 
were spent in this area. 

It was the fall of 1923 when 
Slim Moorehouse propositioned Mr. 
Steiner into the grain hauling deal. 
He offered to ship it free of charge 
as it was the only wheat left out 
In the area and the need for

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Paving Program Is Sound 

The long-term program for paving of main east- 
west roads in the county, announced this week by 
the county’s municipal committee, will likely be 
greeted with approval by the large majority of rate¬ 
payers. There will be no overnight transformation of 
dusty gravel roads into smooth, hard-topped high¬ 
ways, but on the other hand the cost of the paving 
program will be met from current revenue and road 
grants, plus the special government paving grant, 
without any increase in taxes to cover the cost of a 
debenture issue for this purpose. 

We think this pay-as-you-go policy is a sound 
one for this type of public works. The 21 miles of 
paving planned to be fully completed in the next 
three years will cost about $425,000 and will be fully 
paid for at the end of that time out of current tax 
receipts and government grants. 

If even seven or eight miles can be surfaced in 
this manner each year, it will not be too long before 
the main east-west roads in the county are paved, 
connecting up each district with the surfaced north- 
south artery formed by Highways 23 and 24. 


Why Your Car Premiums Will Sting 

Here are the cold hard facts about next year’s 
higher premiums for car insurance. These figures, 
says The Financial Post, are released in the indus¬ 
try’s annual Green Book of auto insurance premiums 
and claims experience. Statistics — for all of Canada 
except Saskatchewan which still has a government- 
operated compulsory scheme — are collated for the 
superintendent of insurance by the Canadian Under¬ 
writers Association. 

Average increases (including all classifications 
except commercial and farm vehicles) indicated by 
statistics: Prince Edward Island faces the biggest 
average jump — 22%. Average cost of liability claims 
in P.E.I. went up 21.6% to $399. British Columbia is 
next in line with an indicated boost of 14%. Quebec 
drivers face an average increase of 10%. Ontario suf¬ 
fer an 8% hike. New Brunswick’s rates may jump 
6% on the average. Manitoba’s indicated increase is 
5%. Alberta gets off easily with an indicated average 
increase of only 3%. Nova Scotia figures call for an 
increase of 2%. Newfoundland gets off the easiest — 
rates could go down by as much as 11% on the aver¬ 
age. Average increase indicated for the whole of 
Canada is 8%.

Moorehouse Featured In B.C. Weekly 
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(Continued From Front Page) 
the competition was apparently 
urgent. 

It took one day to load the less 
than 1,000 bushels of No. 1 wheat 
into the five grain tanks and three 
three-deck wagons, known to old- 
timers as "Cracker boxes" — and 
two days to get to Vulcan, a dis¬ 
tance of about 20 miles. Either 28 
or 32 head of horses were used 
in this haul and it was a trip 
loaded with problems of broken 
harness, accidents and slow going 
caused by wagons being mired in 
deepened mud holes. Outriders for 
the trip were Jim Mooney, Walter 
Ward (brother of Milt Ward of 
Arrowwood) and Slim McDonald. 

Mr. Steiner describes 1963 as a 
year as formidable as any in the 
’30’s in so far as the hay crop 
prospects were concerned. 1910 
stands out as one of the worst 
years in his experience as there 
was no moisture ’till late July 
when rains did bring on some 
greenfeed but little else. 

Mr. Steiner has a daughter 
Marge, now Mrs. G. Malmberg of 
the Carseland district and he and 
Charlie keep up acquaintances in 
this area with frequent visits and 
•can be seen each year at the Lake 
McGregor Race Meet, the local 
4-H Calf Show and Sale and two 
years ago Charlie took a spin 
around his home place after 
pheasants on opening day. This 
week he went to the hospital suf¬ 
fering minor burns from a scuffle 
with a grain loader on the farm. 

The copy of the Salmon Arm 
Observer containing the write-up 
on Slim Moorehouse came into 
Mr. Steiner’s hands and it is 
copied below: 

(By Barney McKinley) 

The men that made the West 
Eire still with us. 

Some of the hardiest of them 
anyway. 

They’re getting pretty weather 
beaten after a lifetime of driving 
spikes and blasting out mines, 
hauling grain and lighting horses 
and heartache, wind, winters, high 
water and hot fires. 

But you’ll notice they still stand 
straight and talk straight the way 
they learned to do in the days 
when man power and four-legged 
horse power was building the West 
in the early days of this century. 

Good sample of the breed is 
Slim Moorehouse of Gleneden, a 
74-year-old veteran of the stage¬ 
coach, rodeo, grain-hauling, min¬ 
ing history of the Western United 
States and Canada, who can still 
sit a horse and crack a whip in 
a style that is fast vanishing. 

Longest String 

In his time, the still-vigorous 
Moorehouse, who still keeps a 
stable of riding horses on his Glen¬ 
eden property, went through 
enough action to bust up a couple 
of strong men, but when they 
write the history of the new West 
he is going to be recorded as the 
man who drove the longest string 
of horses in the world. 

He set the record with an 18- 
team hitch of matched black Per- 
cherons pulling 10 grain wagons, a 
sight the Alberta wheat country 
will long hold in hallowed mem- 
cry. 

The 36 Percherons with Moore¬ 
house at the reins were the big 
show at the Calgary Stampede par¬ 
ade of 1925 and even that gaudy 
spectacle hasn't seen the like since. 

Well, that was the final chapter 
in the Moorehouse big team chron¬ 
icle and by that time the West 
was beginning to get mechanized 
so it was a good place and oc¬ 
casion to make a little horse skin¬ 
ning history. 

But the man and the moment 
had been a long time in the de¬ 
velopment. 

The story begins in Idaho, which 


Moorehouse still refers to as 
I-dee-ho, where he learned to 
handle horses and mules in a day 
“when there weren’t any roads” 
and the shot whip was invented 
by men who had to keep the wa¬ 
gons rolling— roads or ruts. 

Survives Holdup 

From Idaho he moved to Oregon 
and a job driving stagecoaches 
over mountain trails and added to 
his experience by surviving a $72,- 
000 hold-up that sent his plunging 
team over an embankment and 
gave him an opportunity to prove 
his skill by arriving in a creek bed 
with the coach still on its wheels. 

In those days, for a man like 
Moorehouse, it was a natural evol¬ 
ution to move on to the rodeo 
trail when the railroads put the 
stagecach on the sidelines Eind for 
years he travelled wherever the 
action was the briskest. It’s a 
testimonial to his abilities that he 
was still in prime shape when he 
settled down on a site on the Buf¬ 
falo Hills, about 20 miles from 
Vulcan, Alta., in the days when 
Canadian wheat was just starting 
to boom. 

He arrived just at the beginning 
of the big grain years and the pro¬ 
blem of getting wheat in a hurry 
to the elevators at Vulcan was a 
natural challenge to a man who 
had worked horses all his life. 

The bigger the tetun, the more 
wagons could be hauled. And the 
more wagons the more wheat in 
one trip. Seemed a matter of sim¬ 
ple deduction. 

So it wasn’t long before the lean 
and agile Slim was causing eyes to 
pop with a 14-team outfit, all 
hitched tandem. He was hauling 
the biggest loads on the prairie 
<u)d it didn’t look like anyone else 
could match him. 

Rival Appears 

As it happened one man made a 
good try at topping the Moore¬ 
house performance and out of the 
rivalry that ensued developed 
Slim’s world record team. 

He first became aware he was 
in a contest one fine autumn 
morning of 1923 when he was driv¬ 
ing his outfit down from the Buf¬ 
falo Hills. He could see a big 
stretch of the flat grainlands be¬ 
low and there on his right, crawl¬ 
ing across the plain, was the long¬ 
est horse team he’d ever squint¬ 
ed at. 

When he finished counting he 
had to concede the man below 
had hitched up 16 horses, two 
more than his line-up swinging in 
behind the plainsman on the road 
to Vulcan. 

Wasn’t Upset, But . . . 

Though he is inclined now to 
claim he wasn't upset by the sight 
of a team bigger than his own, 
there’s no doubt the Moorehouse 
of that day wasn’t pleased at the 
sight. 

But characteristically, he didn't 
say much at the elevators where 
there were some grins over the 
feat of the rival driver — a man 
from over Gleichen way. Before 
leaving town, though, he couldn't 
resist informing the Gleichen man 
that the Moorehouse team was 
just nicely started. 

From there on the number 
started jumping. Eighteen horses, 
then 20, with the lead switching 
back and forth every day or so. 
Only an early snow put a tempor¬ 
ary end to the competition. 

Carload of Grain 

When the snow cleared Moore¬ 
house threshed his own crop. Then 
one morning he decided to settle 
the big team question for food. 
He phoned a neighboring farmer 
and announced he was ready to 
haul “a carload of grain.” Then he 
went out into the fields and round¬ 
ed up every piece of horseflesh 
on his place. Added 10 mules to 


that. Borrowed three more teams 
from a neighbor and topped the 
deal off with a brace of 1900-pound 
outlaws owned by the man whose 
wheat he was hauling. 

It added up to 32 head — the 
longest and toughest team maybe 
in the history of man. 

To get the assortment of horses 
and mules into reasonable order he 
had to borrow and improvise har¬ 
ness and finally hitch them up to 
the wagon by means of two steel 
cables, an invention of his own. 

Then he loaded up the string of 
wagons with what actually was a 
small carload of wheat, showed the 
butt of his shot whip into a hip 
pocket and set out for Vulcan, 
whistling happily. 

In town the Gleichen man took 
one look, shrunk into the collar 
of his mackinaw and admitted de¬ 
feat. 

Star of Stampede 

The next summer — 1924 — 
Moorehouse and his team were in¬ 
vited to star at the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede and parade. He added the 


feat of maneuvering a block-long 
string of teams and wagons 
through city streets, to his list of 
accomplishments and had no trou¬ 
ble outshining world champion 
bronco buster Pete Knight and 
famous Indian chief, Buffalo Child 
Long Lance, who were also in the 
parade. 

Not Yet Satisfied 

Even so, he wasn’t quite satis¬ 
fied and soon as the '24 Stampede 
was over he started rounding up 
those Percherons with the idea of 
getting together a really big team. 

Aided by the Canadian Perch- 
eron Association, he scoured the 
country from Fish Creek to Glei¬ 
chen and came up with the 36 
black Percherons, none of them 
under 1600 pounds and some of 
them over 1800. 

And with the biggest and black¬ 
est collection of genuine horse¬ 
power on record, he rolled into 
Calgary hauling 10 grain wagons 
and a load of publicity for the 
wheatmen, the city and himself. 

Just to add to his chores he 


tossed out an estimated 6000 small 
souvenir sacks of wheat stamped 
"Hauled by World's Largest Team, 
World’s Best Marqulis Wheat” in 
the course of his daily negotiations 
of Calgary streets during Stampede 
Week. 

A fair job of building the West 
just in itself. 

Of course the story’s been told 
before — it woud be pretty hard 
for viewers to forget. 

Naturally, the accounts specu¬ 
late on what happened to Moore¬ 
house when the big team was 
finally broken up and it has even 
been reported he wound up driv¬ 
ing a milk wagon — hitched to 
one horse. 

Well this time the story can be 
brought up to date. The man who 
once drove the world’s biggest 
team Is settled down in the Glen¬ 
eden valley. 

His remuda is down to four 
horses, but there doesn’t seem any 
doubt if the occasion arose he 
could still handle 36.

Cement Work 
Requires Care, 
Experience 

The proper placing and curing 
of concrete is just as important 
for a high quality product as mix¬ 
ing the correct proportions of the 
ingredients. 

Here are some tips on these 
aspects of concrete construction 
from Dennis Darby, Assistant En¬ 
gineer with Alberta's Extension 
Service. He says tamping the con¬ 
crete well, especially along the 
edges of the forms, is very im¬ 
portant. A mechanical vibrator Is 
recommended for this job. Care 
should also be taken not to drop 
the concrete more than about eight 
feet. Longer distances will cause 
segregation of the coarse aggre¬ 
gates to occur. To prevent segre¬ 
gation. which can also occur if 
the mix is sloppy, the concrete 
should be run down a chute or 
tube, 

Mr. Darby points out that con¬ 
crete should not he finished until 
after the surface hag become 
slightly stiff or the water sheen 
has disappeared. Troweling wet 
concrete brings the water and fine 
material to the surface. This 
makes it weak due to water dilu¬ 
tion and is a frequent cause of 
dusty floors and hair cracks In 
the surface. Sprinkling the surface 
of the concrete with cement or a 
cement-sand mixture can also 
cause these problems. 

Concrete should be kept moist 
for at least five days after it has 
been placed. When it has been 
moist-cured for seven days It will 
be 50 percent stronger than con¬ 
crete which has been left exposed. 
It can gain 100 percent in strength 
if it is kept wet for one month. 
The first week, however, is the 
most crucial. 

According to Mr. Darby, moist 
curing greatly improves the water¬ 
tightness and resistance to wear of 
concrete. Without damp curing, 
the surface will dry out before 
complete hy dration has taken 
place. This is another cause of 
cracked and dusty floors. 

Any method of keeping the sur¬ 
face wet can be employed during 
[ the curing period. It may be done 
with wot sacks, rags or straw. 
Flooding the surface is an excel¬ 
lent method of curing, says Mr. 
Darby. Commercial sealing com¬ 
pounds are available which can 
be sprayed on the surface to seal 
in the moisture. However, tar¬ 
paulins and polyethylene covers 
work just about as well. 

Protecting newly poured con¬ 
crete from frost is extremely im¬ 
portant. One cycle of freeze-thaw 
action could drastically reduce the 
strength of the concrete. When 
concrete is placed during cold 
weather it should be kept 50 de¬ 
grees F. for as least five days. 

Mr. Darby says some people 
have the erroneous impression that 
calcium chloride can be added to 
the mix to prevent it from freez¬ 
ing. The calcium chloride only re¬ 
duces the time that protection 
against frost is needed by making 
the concrete set faster. It does not 
give any frost protection whatso¬ 
ever. Anyone using calcium chlor¬ 
ide should not add more than 1 
pounds per sack of cement. High 
Early Strength Cement will 
achieve the same purpose. Calcium 
Chloride must never be used with 
Sulphate Resistant Cement.
